This  is  also  true,  in  a 
somewhat  lesser  degree,  of  most  all  kinds  of  nursery  stock  and  we  urge  all  prospective 
purchasers  of  nursery  stock  to  send  us  their  orders  just  as  early  as  possible  so  we 
may  reserve  the  stock  before  many  of  our  varieties  are  sold  out.

We  guarantee  all  nursery  stock  shipped  by  us  to  be  strong,  healthy,  free  from 
disease,  full  count,  and  true  to  name.  We  guarantee  all  nursery  stock  to  be  freshly 
dug,  properly  packed,  and  promptly  shipped.

After  a  thorough  test  in  our  own 
fields  we  can  recommend  Cooper  high¬ 
ly  to  growers  desiring  an  extra  large 
and  showy  market  berry.

The  plants  are 
medium  in  size,  hardy,  long  rooted,  very  pro¬ 
lific,  and  will  hold  their  own  under  most  any 
rough  and  tumble  methods  of  cultivation.  If  al¬ 
lowed  to  grow  unrestricted  they  will  cover  the 
ground  with  a  mat  of  vines  but  for  best  re¬ 
sults  they  should  be  kept  down  to  a  good  sized 
fruiting  row. 

GIBSON 

The  Gibson  berry  is  a  beautiful  dark  red  clear  to 
the  center,  of  excellent  quality  and  flavor,  firm  and 
will  stand  shipping  as  well  as  any  variety  we  know. 
The  plants  yield  an  enormous  crop  of  fruit,  begin¬ 
ning  to  ripen  with  the  Senator  Dunlap  and  continu¬ 
ing  over  a  long  period.  Unlike,  most  varieties  the 
Gibson  does  not  become  small  during  the  last  pick-

It  produces 
a  quantity  of  large  berries,  uniform¬ 
ly  round  in  shape  and  deep  glossy 
red  in  color.  The  plant  is  a  hardy 
grower  in  any  climate,  producing 
healthy,  dark  green  foliage.  The 
berry  has  a  pleasing  aromatic  fla¬ 
vor  peculiar  to  this  variety  alone.  It 
is  a  fancy  berry  and  brings  top  mar¬ 
ket  anywhere.  For  several  years 
past  we  have  been  unable  to  supply 
the  demand  for  Aroma  but  with  in¬ 
creased  acreage  this  year  we  hope 
to  fill  all  orders.  However,  better 
order  early  and  be  sure  of  getting 
them.

BRANDYWINE 

A  vigorous  perfect  blooming  plant;  tall 
fruit  stalks;  broad,  heavy,  dark  green  fo¬ 
liage.  Plants  productive,  having  four  and 
five  stalks  heavily  loaded  with  large  to  very 
large  berrie.s.  Medium  red,  somewhat  like 
Gandy,  only  a  little  more  dull;  large  yellow 
seeds  on  surface.  Flesh  red  clear  through, 
firm,  somewhat  acid,  but  with  sprightly 
flavor;  ripens  medium  to  quite  late.  Does 
best  on  heavy  loam  or  heavy  clay. 

GANDY 

A  profitable  late  variety  greatly  resemb¬ 
ling  the  popular  Aroma.  It  is  one  of  the 
old  standard  varieties  upon  which  you  can 
depend.  The  berries  are  handsome,  very 
large,  well  colored,  uniform  in  shape,  firm 


and  a  good  shipper.  Season  very  late.  Plants 
are  healthy,  hardy  and  make  a  thrifty 
growth.  Does  best  on  heavy  soils. 

PEARL 

Undoubtedly  the  latest  June  variety.  In 
the  north  it  does  not  come  into  its  prime 
until  the  very  last  of  June  and  early  July. 
The  fruit  is  large  in  size,  dark  red  to  the 
center,  firm,  and  a  good  shipper.  The  prom¬ 
inent  yellow  seeds  add  to  its  attractive  ap¬ 
pearance.  Flavor  is  excellent  and  is  a  heavy 
and  sure  cropper.  When  Pearl  is  at  its  best 
the  other  varieties  are  off  the  market  so  you 
cannot  go  wrong  in  adding  Pearl  to  your 
list  for  an  extra  late  berry.

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SAMPLE 

A  good  medium  late  variety  which  is  still 
a  favorite  with  many  growers.  Berries 
large,  regular  and  well  flavored;  color  good 
and  plants  thrifty.  A  heavy  producer. 
However  the  Sample  is  an  imperfect  flower¬ 
ing  sort  and  in  order  to  bear  fruit  must 
have  some  other  medium  to  late  variety 
planted  every  third  row. 


WM.  BELT 

This  valuable  variety  is  at 
its  best  in  the  middle  and  nor¬ 
thern  states.  Berries  very 
large  and  the  first  ones  to 
ripen  are  inclined  to  the  irreg¬ 
ular  or  cox-combed  in  shape; 
later  berries  are  uniformly 
conical.  Their  excellent  flavor 
combined  with  their  beautiful 
appearance  make  them  one  of 
our  best  late  varieties  and  we 
recommend  them  highly.  Plants 
are  vigorous  and  thrifty,  mak¬ 
ing  just  enough  runners  for  a 
good  fruiting  row.
